Immunization is also 
recommended for persons who 
provide essential community 
services or who may be at 
increased risk of exposure such as 
medical care personnel and social 
protection groups. Anyone allergic 
to eggs or egg products should not 
take this vaccine. Anyone with a 
temperature, cold, cough or recent 
sore throat should not take the 
vaccine at this time. 

This year, the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health is 
providing the split flu vaccine 
which may be used for children 
under 13 years of age with chronic 
diseases. Pneumonia, vaccine will 
not be available at this clinic, but 
will be available on November 12, 
1997 from 2 to 4 p.m. at the Town 
Hall. 

Anyone homebound may call 
Ann Fitzgerald, R.N. at the Board 
of Health for a home visit.

Wednesday evening, (Sept. 17) 
school officials made the decision 
to close the school. “The school 
was closed as an immediate 
decision by the school 
administrative team.

As Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Geraldine O'Donnell silently sat in 
the back of the auditorium, 
Anderson repeatedly said that the 
students’ safety is always first 
priority. “I take on the role of a 
parent when you kids come to 
school. The safety of the students is 
the first issue to consider,” said 
Anderson. 

Upset by the lack of 
communication to the parents of 
the school's closing, Leane 
Schofield disagreed with 
Anderson. “I expect my child to be 
at school when the kids are 
dropped off. I expect some type of 
communication if there is going to 
be a change. feel this is not safe,” 
said Schofield. 

Another parent said that the 
school administrative team's 
actions were reactionary and the 
students’ health and safety were not 
top priority. " I hope this message 
is heard. In the future, no project 
should be initiated without 
certifying it with other 
departments. I would like to hear 
that this will not happen again,”

A few of the members on the 
crisis team are three professional 
school staff members, Anderson, 
and the school secretary, according 
to Anderson. 

The drilling in concrete floors 
was another disturbing factor for 
several parents. 

Anderson stated that the noise 
factor was the first problem 
brought to his attention. “The 
special education teachers spoke to 
me about the problem with the 
noise,” said’ Anderson. 

Ted Morang explained that the 
Wilmington School Committee had 
no response when he addressed this 
fact at the Sept. 24 meeting. "My 
issue is with the drilling of holes 
during school time. The school 
committee had no comment on this 
issue when I asked them. Now, I'm 
asking you, as the principal, to 
answer the question of whether or 
not you feel this was appropriate?” 
Morang asked. 

An apologetic Anderson 
addressed Morang's question. “I 

can not stand here and make an 
excuse about it. It was not 
appropriate to drill during class 
time. As a long time teacher 
myself, I would have found it 
disruptive,” said Anderson. 

Anderson also stated that the 
North Intermediate is 37 years old 
and certain needs must be 
addressed. “Safety issues or up 
grading is appropriate during the 
day.

I have 
written to you in the past, and I 
have spoken to you on the 
tplephone regarding — this 
unfortunate situation. Unfor- 
thnately, it seems that even after all 
these years this problem is still not 
4 concern to you. I am trying to 
bast out why nothing is being 
one by the town. It may not be 
their property, but I assure you it 
ié their problem. If anything ever 
liappens to someone or something 
Gn this property, the town will be 
held responsible - responsible for 
sitting back and doing nothing. 
‘ Actually, I should not say that the 
town has not done anything, they 
have sabotaged attempts to try to 
resolve this ongoing problem. A 
local builder is the only one I am 
aware of who has tried to-help 
with this situation. He first 
proposed to move the house at his 
¢xpense to a vacant lot close by the 
house. Unfortunately, this lot was 
smaller than allowed with 
Tewksbury zoning laws. The 
builder went to the board of 
appeals in the fall of 1996 and 
presented that the smaller lot be 
used TO move the house to; 
however, it was denied. Instead of 
giving up he presented this case to 
the conservation committee in the 
summer of 1997, to fill in the land, 
fix the house up and rent it, all 
while keeping up the property. 
Again it was denied. I am baffled 
at the fact that the city has turned 
down these proposals. | understand 
there are laws and zones and such 
forth; what I don't understand is 
why the city is not willing to work 
with this builder, the only person, 
willing to set forth a solution for 
the potentially dangerous situation. 
, What I find interesting are the 
double standards that the Town of 
Tewksbury uses. The board of 
appeals would not budge when a 
smaller piece of land was available 


to move the house; 
conservation committee would not 
budge when asked if fill could be 
brought in. Where were all of the 
wonderful sets of rules when the 
house was first allowed to be built 
on telephone poles in the middle of 
a pond? 

My husband and I bought a 
beautiful house in a nice 
community and we have two 
beautiful ‘children. Instead of 
enjoying our home, 
neighborhood and our community, 
we have to constantly worry about 
the potential dangers next door. 
We had to call the police when kids 
tried to break all the windows with 
rocks. We had to call the police 
when the older kids broke in for 
shelter and tried to start a fire. We 
had to call the DPW when there 
was a 34 foot hole exposing the 
telephone poles and pond beneath 
the house, where any animal or 
child could easily become trapped 
and killed. The police were 
dispatched and the children were 
removed from the area. The town 
came down, filled in the hole 
temporarily, and claim that the 
land is safe. ‘ 

At is not safe. Where is the-town? 
When are they going to take some 
responsibility; after all, they 
allowed this house to be built in the 
first place. If we could get market 
value for our home, we would 
move out of the Town of 
Tewksbury. Unfortunately, a home 
located next to the dangers at 85 
School Street is not marketable. 
Tewksbury allows homes to be 
built on ponds and then when 
house begins to sink they say 
“sorry, that's your problem, sorry 
ma‘am there is nothing we can do.” 

It is time for this town to stand 
up and take charge of this disgrace. 
In addition to the potential hazards 
at hand, this is a mockery of the 
entire town. This has been ongoing 
for the past three years and we, as 
a community, need to find a 
solution. Something must be done 
NOW starting with YOU!

‘New Homes Need I Inspect

According To Leading Professionals 


For Janet and Bill Martin, the 
problems began only a few months 
after they moved into their newly- 
built home. The spring rains, 
heavier than usual that year, caused 
terrible basement flooding as well 
as roof leaks that dripped through 
the attic floor to the second story 
below. When Mrs. Martin went to 
plug in her trash compactor for the 
first time, she discovered that the 
electrical outlet did not work. And 
with the first heavy heat of the sum- 
mer, the couple found that the cen- 
tral air-conditioning system had 
never been completely set up. 


Like many home owners in simi- 
lar situations, the Martins say they 
knew about professional pre-pur- 
chase home inspections, but didn't 
think they needed one. After all, 
they thought, what could be wrong 
with a brand new house? 

According to the American Soci- 
ety of Home Inspectors (ASHI), 
however, construction flaws are of- 
ten just as prevalent in new houses 
as in older ones. The rising costs of 
material and labor, contract dead- 
lines, misunderstandings between 
subcontractors, and construction 
shortcuts, may mean that newer 
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buildings are not necessarily the 
problem-free bargains they at first 
appear to be. 


False Sense Of Security 


Many buyers of newly built 
homes believe that the municipal 
building department will catch con- 
struction defects during its code 
compliance inspections. However, 
the local government inspectors 
usually spend only a few minutes at 
cach home, and provide a cursory 
review of specific code sequire- 
ments. They do not have the respon- 
sibility, or the time, to thoroughly 


examine the quality or thoroughness 
of each installation or to determine 
their proper operation. 

Buyers also often think they are 
protected against construction prob- 
lems by the builder's warranty. 
Here, too, there is a common mis- 
conception as to what the service 
really provides. In addition to many 
exclusions, there aré large 
deductibles on warranty policies 
that may make filing claims imprac- 
tical. If the per claim deductible is 
$750, for example, a home buyer 
won't be able to recover on a $500 
claim to replace a faulty water 
heater. Consumers need to read the 
fine print to learn exactly what the 
warranty does and does not cover. 
In addition, a pre-purchase home in- 
spection on a newly built property 
will provide buyers with a “punch 
list” of all the items in need of re 
pair prior to closing. This is good 
for the builder too, since he can ar- 
range for the repairs to be dealt with 
at one time, rather than having to 
return to the house cach time the 
home owner discovers a new prob- 
lem. 


Problems With New 
Construction 


Based on a survey of its Mem- 
bers, ASHI reports that the follow- 
ing problems consistently seem to 
crop up in new home construction: 

(1) Water seepage into the base- 
ment or cellar, which is most fre- 
quently caused by the settling of 
backfill around the house and the 
resulting slope of the ground toward 
the foundation; (2) Settling cracks 


in the foundation, which often oc- 


cur when homes are built on new 
landfill or a hill; (3) Inadequate at- 
tic or house ventilation, which can 
lead to moisture condensation, 


woodrot, poor indoor air quality, 
and roof shingle failure; (4) Im- 
properly installed attic insulation, 
often with the vapor barrier facing 
the wrong way, or insulation cover- 
ing the air vents; (5) Poor roof con- 
struction, such, as insufficient pitch 
for water runoff, flashing incor- 
rectly installed or not installed, and 
improper grades of materials used;

12 Million Homeowners Will

Nearly 12 million residential natu- 
ral gas customers will have the oppor- 
tunity to select their natural gas sup- 
plier by the year 2000 under current 
or proposed “customer choice” pro- 
grams, according to the American Gas 
Association (A.G.A.). 

Customer choice programs will al- 
low homeowners to select a natural 
gas supplier in much the same way 
they can choose a long-distance tele- 
phone carrier. This trend is another 
indication of recent competition in the 
natural gas business, A.G.A. says. 

States such as California and New

Ten Energy-Saving Ideas 


Using energy wisely can reduce consumption and save money on utility bills, 


according to the American Gas Association. Here are some tips: 


1.Seal leaks around doors, windows and other ‘openings, such as pipes or 
ducts — with caulking or weather-stripping. 

2.Set thermostats between 65 and 70 degrees in the winter, at least 5 degrees 
lower when sleeping, and at 58 degrees when away from home for more than afew 
hours. (Warmer temperatures are recommended for homes with ill or elderly per- 
sons or infants.) 

3.Set water heater temperatures at 140 degrees (at 120 degrees in homes with 
infants or elderly persons to guard against accidental scalding), and install water- 
flow restrictors in showerheads and faucets. 

4.Change filters or clean the filters in heating and cooling units twice a year. 
Close vents and doors in unused rooms. If pipes or ducts run through unheated 
areas, insulate them. 

5.Use drapes, shutters, awnings, shade trees, glass with reflective film or solar 
screens to keep sunlight out in the summer and let it in during the winter. 

6.Check to see if attic and basement (or crawl space) have the recommended 
level of insulation.

Place insert, which can save on energy costs compared with wood. A gas fireplace 
also will dramatically reduce the air pollution created from burning wood. 

8.Consider storm or thermal windows and doors or double paned glass. A less- 
expensive alternative is plastic sheeting, which can be temporarily fastened over 
doors and windows to retain heat or air conditioning 

9.Be sure that dishwashers, washing machines and clothes dryers are fully loaded 
before running. 

10.When buying new appliances, compare energy efficiency ratings and annual 
operating costs. A slightly higher initial cost for a high-efficiency appliance could 
pay itself back in a very short time through energy savings and lower utility bills.

Ending puts 


bad taste 
in the air

Upon arriving at Newburyport 
High School for Friday night's 
match-up, the Wilmington High 
School football team walked into 
the lockerroom only to find a 
friendly message from their oppo- 
nents: “Payback’s a b,..., Wilming- 
ton 29, Newburyport 0, we 
remember. We're coming for you 
boys." 

From that point to when WHS 
head coach Bob Almeida ordered 
his team to go on the team's bus 
after the referees called the game 
with twenty-five seconds left to go, 
an ugly football game was displayed 
from start and especially the finish. 

The last minute of Friday's 29-0 
win for Newburyport was not 
pretty. Both teams exchanged 
shoves, kicks and vicious hits after 
Newburyport scored their fourth 
touchdown with 25 seconds left 
after calling a timeout ahead by 22 
points. And after the penalty flags 
went flying across the field, 
Almeida was seen from about 20 
yards on the field from the Cats 
sidelines, yelling, screaming and 
pointing his finger towards Eddie 
Gaudiano the head coach of New- 
buryport. Almeida, and everyone 
else on the Wilmington side had 
thought Newburyport was trying to 
run up the score. 

Gaudiano regrets the decision that 
was made. 

“We called the timeout because of 
confusion on the field. The field 
goal team was sent out there and I 
called them back. I was sending in 
‘the kill the clock team' out to the 
field and there was confusion 
because the tight end had to come 
out because he had cramps. I was 
trying to get everything organized. 
I put that team in to take a knee, but 
it was a breakdown in communi- 
cation and it didn't happen. We are 
very embarrassed with what hap- 
pened, it's a play that should have 
never been called and a something 
that will never happen again. 

“It was not our intentions to em- 
barass Wilmington. I don't have 
any excuses - it was a bad call, a 
mistake. Wilmington has every 
reason to be mad. I have spoken to 
Bob [Almeida] and I have explained 
the situation and I have apologized. 
It was a mistake, it was lack of 
communication and it was some- 
thing that was never intentional. 
We didn't call the timeout so we 
could score 29 points, we called it 
because there were two teams out 
there, the field goal team and the 
kill the clock team. I didn't even 
know about the previous pass play 
before the timeout. It was a simple 
case of lack of communication and 
I'm very embarrassed with what 
happened,” Gaudiano explained. 

Newburyport was ahead 22-0 and 
they had the ball at the Cats six-yard 
line on third down. They called for 
a pass play and the throw was 
incomplete. Then they took the 
timeout which really got Almeida 
irate. However, during the timeout, 
number fifty-three of Newbury- 


port, was jumping up and down as if 
he just scored the winning touch- 
down in the Super Bowl. Newbury- 
port then took the field after the 
timeout was over and they com- 
pleted a 6-yard touchdown pass 
with their first string team still in 
the game. Steve Lapham booted the 
PAT and that's when the chaos 
started. 

“I just tried to block the PAT and I 
turned around and saw number 
forty-four [Jeff Stone] going after 
Ken Branley. I was just standing up 
for my teammate,” said Shawn 
Sullivan on Monday afternoon 
about the pushing/shoving incident. 

Branley added, “The coach told us 
[during the timeout] to go all out, 
don't let down, no matter what the 
score was. I [was pushing Stone 
back trying to block him] and he 
got mad, so I pushed him all the way 
back and I threw him to the ground. 
We both fell and when I got up, he 
pushed me to the ground [well after 

the PAT was booted].” 

When Stone tossed Braniey to the 
ground after the PAT was through 
the uprights, teammate Mike Gen- 
netti then gave a walloping hit to 
Stone. That's when the penalty flags 
went flying as other players then 
joined in the pushing/shoving 
fiasco. 

“The whole game they were talk- 
ing trash. Number fifty-three was 
really bad, especially at the end,” 
Sullivan said. "They were chatting 
insult to injury,” added Mike 
Gennetti. 

Sullivan went on to say, “I turned 
around [after the PAT] and I saw 
the kid kicking Branley, so I wasn't 
just going to stand there and watch 
someone kick my own teammate.” 

When the penalty flags* were 
thrown, Almeida went right oyt to 
the referees screaming in disgust. 
When Almeida was returning to the 
Wilmington sidelines, he was erupt- 
ing verbally towards the Newbury- 
port bench pointing his finger 
towards it. Almeida was yelling to 
Gaudiano that it was his fault, for 
the penalties, and that he knew it 
(because he took the timeout). 

“I really don't want to talk about it 
anymore,” said Almeida on a phone 
interview on Monday night. “I will 
say this, I thought they showed poor 
sportsmanship by doing what they 
did. It was a mistake on their part, 
they were wrong and they apolo- 
gized for it. 

“I was not mad at the score of the 
game. With 30 seconds or whatever 
was left, he elected to pass on third 
and fourth downs, that's what got 
me mad. They should have taken 
the knee, the game was over. I 
didn't like it when our noses were 
rubbed in [by losing the game]. We 
don't condone it and we will never 
do something like that. When we 
went ahead 29-0 last year, I put the 
junior varsity kids in with seven 
minutes left to play ip the last 
quatter.

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Local boxing trainer 
set for Oct. 11" fight

Officially, Norman Stone is the 
manager and assistant trainer of 
North American Boxing Federa- 
tion heavyweight champion John 
Ruiz. 

But to Ruiz, Stone is more than 
just a manager or trainer. 

“He takes care of everything,” 

said Ruiz, who will be defending 
his NABF championship on Oct. 
11 against former world heavy- 
weight champion James “Buster” 
Douglas at the Mohegan Sun 
Casino in Uncasville, Conn. “He's 
such a great guy. I don't really see 
him as a manager or trainer. I see 
him as a person, a great friend.” 
* Stone, who lives in Wilmington, 
has been with Ruiz since Club was 
a 16-year-old. Along with trainer 
Gabe Mari, Stone guided Ruiz to 
several national amateur cham- 
pionships and a professional record 
of 31-3 with 22 knockouts. With a 
win over Douglas, who was the 
first man to defeat Mike Tyson, 
Ruiz could challenge the winner of 
Saturday's World Boxing Council 
heavyweight championship bout 
between Lennox Lewis and 
Andrew Golota. 

Stone, 47, grew up in Somerville 
and was introduced to boxing when 
he was seven years old by his older 
brother, John, and Paul Raymond, 
a successful amateur and profes- 
sional. 

“The interest was there,” said 
Stone. ‘I loved the sport and I 
followed Paul Raymond through- 
out his career. He was my idol. he 
got everyone involved in the club.” 

At 16, Stone lied about his age 
and enlisted in the U.S. Army. He 
served a total of three and a half 
years; one in the U.S., a year and a 
half in Germany and one in 
Vietnam. While in the service, he 
continued to box and play football. 

Jumping ahead to the late 80s, 
Stone met Ruiz, when, the fighter 
was a student and an outstanding 
football and basketball player at 
Chelsea High. 

“He had great athletic ability,” 
said Stone. “He was the type of kid 
who liked to do things where no 
one else could be at fault. He was a 
perfectionist.” 

In Ruiz’ amateur days, Stone 
traveled with him all over the 
country to tournaments and for 
sparring. As a light heavyweight,

» title in 1991 and a national cham- 
: Pionship. He was one of the favo- 
+ ites to win a spot on the 1992 U.S. 
}- Olympic team, but he suffered a 
' first round loss to Jerry Williams 
; in the trials. 


Had, Ruiz made the Olympic team 


| and performed well in Barcelona, 


* it probably would have made the 
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road to a professional title a lot 
easier. He would have been able to 
fight hand picked opponents and 
make a lot more money doing it. 

“A manager's job is to get his 
fighter the easiest fights for the 
most money,” explained Stone. “I 
can’t do that with John. He has to 
fight guys and show he can fight.” 

That explains the three losses on 
his record. His first two were 
controversial split decisions to 
Sergie Kobozev and Danell Nichol- 
son, a member of the ‘92 Olympic 
team. 

The third defeat was a deva- 
stating one. Defending his WBC 
International title on HBO against 
then’ unbeaten David Tua, he was 
knocked out in the first round. 

“Till take the blame for Tua,” said 
Stone. “There shouldn't have been 
all those people in the (dressing) 
room. He didn't get warmed up 
properly. 

"I get him going at fight time. I 
have to put the eye of the tiger in 
John, and I didn't for that fight." 

But as was the case after the first 
two defeats, Ruiz went on to a 
higher level in the fights that 
followed. Going into the Douglas 
bout, Ruiz has won his last five in 
arow. His most recent win was a 
22 second KO of Ray Anis in June. 

Six of Ruiz’ fights were in 
England. He also spent sometime 
in that country training with 
Lewis, the WBC champion and a 
possible future opponent. Stone 
accompanied him in those trips, 
which have meant long stretches of 
time away from his wife, Lynda, 
his son Bryan, and daughter, Cara. 

“We've been married 25 years,” 
said Stone. “My wife deserves a lot 
of credit. I've remortgaged the 
house three times to keep John 
afloat. He's like a son to me.” 

Stone's son, Bryan, 23, often 
works Ruiz's corner. He was there 
for several of the fights in England 
and will be there on October 11. 

“It's fun,” said Bryan, a graduate 
of Shawsheen Tech. "I have a great 
time doing it. I enjoy working with 
John. I think he can beat Douglas 
and has the best chance of being a 
world champ.” 

Ruiz is not the only fighter Stone 
works with, nor is he the only 


potential world champion. 

middleweight Jocy "Det DeGeantis 
started his pro career in Califor- 
nia, where he trained under Joe 
and Dan Goossen, who also trained 
Michael Nunn and the Ruelas 
brothers, 
Thrown in with tough competition 
his career stagnated. But since 
coming home to South Boston and 
hooking up with Stone, he hasn't 
lost a fight. Currently, DeGrandis’ 
manager Tony Cardinale is nego- 
tiating for a December 2 fight 
against International Boxing Fede- 
ration 168-pound titlist Charles 
Brewer at the Fleet Center. 

"He's all business,” said De- 
Grandis of Stone. "When I came 
over here, I wanted the best 
trainer. If I thought I could find 
another trainer to take me to the 
next level, I'd go with him. Look 
at our stable. We have two fighters 
in’the top 10 (Ruiz and, De- 
Grandis).” 

Stone also handles that day to day 
operations of the Somerville Box- 
ing club. Within the last year, the 
gym has moved from its cold, 
cramped quarters above the 


- Somerville Boys and Girls Club to 


a more spacious facility above 
Anthony's function hall on High- 
land Avenue. Stone and Ruiz did 
much of the construction in the 
new gym themselves. 

Several top professionals and 
amateur boxers train at the gym, 
including 15-year-old Mike Mur- 
phy. of Wilmington, one of the top 
amateurs in his age group in the 
country. 

The gym also has a higher 
purpose than training boxers. 

"My main objective is to keep 
kids away from drugs and alco- 
hol,” said Stone, himself a reco- 
vering alcoholic. “I've seen the 
damage it can do. If you use‘drugs 
or alcohol, I don't want you in my 
yoo St obj guide 

low Stone's objective is to, 
“Ruiz to a win over nae Douglas. 
And he is confident his charge can 
do it. 

“Douglas, to me, quits,” said 
Stone. "If John puts pressure on 
him, he'll beat him. The longer the 
fight goes, the better it will be for 
John."

played a great game. They handled 
us in the first half, just the first half. 
It was 15-0 even before we ran a 
play.and throughout the entire game 
we only ran 27 plays.

Canan. “We apologize for it. We 
apologize to Bob Almeida, Jim 
Gillis, the team and the fans. It was 
not a smart move and its totally a 
regrettable move. 

“Eddie Gaudino is not that type of 
person. It's totally uncharacteristic 
of him. It was not done malicious- 
nessly or for any reason. It was a 
simple mistake and he feels very, 
very bad about it. We know it did 
embarrass Wilmington, but that was 
not the intent at all. Eddie talked to 
Bob and apologized and I have 
talked to Jim Gillis to apologize as 
well. It's a regrettable decision, the 
last minute was crazy down [at the 

sideline]. I was there 
to see an [injured] player and I had 
heard Eddie yell out ‘take a knee’ 
but Ryan McCarthy didn't hear him 
- it was crazy. 

“We have no excuses, it was a 
poor judgment call by Eddie and he 
knows it. Wilmington is an out- 
standing football team. We have 
had many great games between 
football, hockey, basketball and so 
on. I believe the two towns have a 
great rivalry and I hope that it 
continues. Wilmington belongs in 
[the Cape Ann] league and hopefully 
we can continue a good clean 

rivalry with them. Again, we apolo- 
gize for what happened on Friday." 

Wilmington High School Athletics 
Director Jim Gillis also spoke about 
the conversation he had with Canan 
on Monday morning. 

“I was disappointed. I spoke with 
Canan and on behalf of Newbury- 
port High School he apologize for 
what happened,” said Gillis, as he 
stood at the goal line of where the 
last touchdown took place during 
the game. 

Gillis continued, “Like I said to 
him, if you didn't call a timeout, it 
was as simple as that. He said it was 
the ‘assistant coach not the head 
coach and he said the head coach 
was more upset and remorseful than 
even more so than a loss for what 
had happened.

however, it is more difficult to 
manage and the risk of death 
increases dramatically. 

Early detection is the key to 

reducing risk of advanced 
prostate cancer. About 67 per- 
cent of newly diagnosed prostate 
tumors are localized, meaning 
the tumor has not spread beyond 
the prostate. Men 50 years and 
older should get a prostate 
exam, which includes a PSA 
(prostate specific antigen) and a 
digital rectal exam, each year. 
Most health insurance plans 
include prostate exams in their 
coverage. Also many clinics and 
health groups will provide low- 
cost or free prostate exams. 
In 1997, an estimated 41,800 
deaths will be attributed to 
prostate cancer. However, if 
more men get their annual 
prostate exams, lives could be 
saved.

Bulbs, such as tulips, daf- 
fodils, and hyacinth require a 
period of extreme cold to stimu- 
late their growth, and mist be 
put in the ground in the fall. To

When ng bulbs, there is 
really only one rule to follow: 
duplicate the way plants grow 
naturally. Loose informal: group- 
ing are much more attractive 
then awkward, artificial planti- 
ngs in straight lines or other 

patterns. 

“When planting, broadcast 
your bulbs all over the 
said Paul West, of the Home 
Depot. “There is no such thing 
as planting too many bulbs. Just 
be sure you know which areas 
are already planted, so you 
don’t accidentally damage old 
bulbs while putting in new 
ones.” 

‘The secret to a lush, full-look- 
ing garden is to plant bulbs in 
layers. This will insure that you 
have more flowers over a Jonger 
period, and with a bit of selec- 
tive planting, you can even 
enjoy beautiful blooms from 
March through Jung. Set the 
larger bulbs, such as tulips and 
daffodils. on the deepest saver’ of 


earth. Cover them, with soil and 
then plant the smaller bulbs, 
such as ‘crocus, on top. The 
early blooming bulbs will bring 
color to your garden at the same 
time the foliage of the lower 
bulbs begins to appear. 

In addition to planting bulbs, 
now is the time to dig up and 
store sensitive bulbs that cannot 
withstand the winter. Use a 


spading fork to gently lift the 
bulbs from the ground. Inspect 
them for signs of disease, and 
discard those that are affected. 

After the first frost, you can 
dig up dahlia tubers, gladiolus 
corms, begonia tubers and 
canna rhizomes. Let dahlia 
tubers dry out until the soil falls 
out from between them, then 
store them in dry vermiculite or 
paper bags in a cool place. 
Check the tubers from time to 
time, and if they begin to wrin- 
kle, sprinkle a little water on 
them. 


For your gladiolus, simply 
clean them and store right-side 
up on open trays. Begonia, tubers 
can be stored in dry peatmoss 
or vermiculite after a cleaning, 
and cannas should be cleaned 
and stored upside down in bags 
when dry. A storage tempera- 
ture of about 50F is best for all 
bulbs.

A wide variety of compost 
bins are available, or you can 
build your own by making a 
round or square container with 
chicken wire or rows of cinder 
blocks. Closed compost bins 
work more efficiently than those 
which are left open, and a cover 
keeps the pile from getting too 
wet in rain and snow. Compost 
piles are built by alternating 
layers of carbon, or “brown 
materials” such as straw and 
leaves, with nitrogen, or “green 
materials,” such as grass clip- 
pings and kitchen scraps, with a 
small layer of soil in between. 
Water should be added as you 
put the ingredients in, but don’t 
overdo it. 


“Your compost pile should 
have the moisture content of a 
wrung-out sponge,” said West.
